ment may not be put to the Trouble atrd Charge of Mecting upon the ſaid day t 
We thercfore,with Advice of Our ſaids Lords of Privy Council, hereby Adjourn 
Our ſaid current Parliament, until the ſeventeenth Day of Auguſt rext to come, 
ia this faid inſtant year, One thouſand fix hundred ninety two; Hereby Requi- 
ring all the Members of Our Parliament, to give their attendance at Edinburgh on 
that Day , 1n the accuſtomed manner, and under the Certifications contained in 
the ſeveral AQsof Parliamenrs. OUR WILL IS HEREFORF, and 
We Charge you ſtrialy and Command, that incontinent , theſe Our Letters 
ſeen, ye pals, to the Mercat Croſs of Edinburgh, and to the Metrcat- Croſſes of 
the whole Head-Burghs of the ſeveral Shires of this Kingdom, and there, in Our 
Name and Authority, by open Proclamation, make publication of the ſaid Ad- 
journment of Our current Parliament, of this Our Antient Kingdom, from the 
faid fifteenth Day of April, to the ſaid ſeventeenth Day of Auguſt both next enſu..
